"The power of thought is a wonderful thing and it can work wonders, 
but we must regard two vital issues: (l) We must learn to have a clear 
understanding of Cosmic Consciousness, end (2) As in big business and all 
concerns that control our economy there are too many ndddle-jaen, so in 
the spiritual field there are too many middle-man who too often regard 
their calling as a means of power and monetary gain* With individual 
awareness stifled by apathy, it is left to the middle-man to do all the 
communion between man and cosmic intelligence, but this is impossible * 

The individual right of ecmamnicating with cosmic consciousness cannot be 
transferred to another* No one has the right to take away the ability of 
an individual to think for himself, but it is an unfortunate fact that in

I have spoken to members of the teaching profession who admit that the 
system does not permit pupils to be taught by understanding » they are 
just exp acted to remember what they have been told by someone else, because 
the powaro behind this system know that a free^thinking mind is an intell¬ 
igent. mind and an intelligent mind cannot be dominated* The motivating 
force behind all this is a desire for control over others - a desire for 
power* Ma\ty people have yet to be told that they have a right to think 
for themselves -> and why*"

"Recently I read a report entitled "Vatican City is Already Training 
Space Missionaries", which I think you will find interesting* You will 
note the scaveWhat egotistical assunption that extra-terrestrials (possibly 
far more advanced spiritually than we are) are in need of conversion to 
Catholicism, but at least this religion does recognize the truth of Cosmic 
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Intelligence* This is a change that at emts progress, and religions 
should progress along with science* X quote * 

’TSven in the days of Pope John XXIII, the church considered the 
question of what was to bo done should our spaceships reach another planet 
and discover there -» intelligent life* A vary lively theological dis¬ 
cussion followed and in February 1963, the official organ of the Vatican 
tt 0sservatore Romano" voiced its opinion« The paper theorized abort the 
state of souls of such extract® rreetrials« Is sin unknown to them, or 
do they have supernatural gifts as did Adasi before the fall? Or, have 
they too, sinned, and are therefore in need of salvation? The majority 
of the theologians are inclined to believe the latter, because there 
cannot exist innocence anywhere in space - so they say. Therefore, those 
people arnafc have aimed somewhere, sometime. Their religion is unknown 
to us, but in any cay© it is the duty of the church to save them from Sin, 
and acquaint then with Catholicism* 

Are they human? We need not bother yet about the question of whether 
those extra-t®rrecirial beings have a human fora or whether their mind 
lives in a fom totally unknown to us men* Communication and therefore 
also the mediation of our doctrine of salvation is always possible with 
another mind* How this could bo done and who should be chosen, remains 
to be seen* It is therefore astonishing that even today, as wo recently 
learned from Vatican circles, a small group of theologians are occupied 
with the training of future space missionaries.

It is said that amongst the young American* who asm being trained 
for a flight fco the Moon or even to Mara, there are two pilots who have 
close contact to the Vatican* But more important to the church is the 
second way* At least two dozen young people, who are still at school, are 
being carefully trained for their most unlikely task «• to work as mission¬ 
aries on a distant planet «■ Besides a specific technical training, they 
are taught everything necessary to ba accepted one day as fully-trained 
members into one of our space crews. Before the start, they will be 
ordained*

U.S. OPERATION “HtOJBCT MAGMBr» 

Translated froaa ”1® Courriex* Interpletaire" 
by Ana Hardy. 

The K.I.C.A.Pj Organisation (U.S.A*), under the direction of Major 
Keyhos. has revealed the existence of scientific reseaitfeee in the ionosphere, 
carried otit by the Unites States under the control of the Naval Oceanographic 
Office of the American Marine. Officially, this investigation known under the 
name of "Project Magnet" (Operation Aimant, 1 , aims to study the magnetic field 
of the earth and its irregularitic 3 . For this purpose, specially-equipped 
planes fly across vast areas of the earth.. One of tha members of N.I.O.A.P., 
Mr. Robert C. Beck, notes that this operation would have, outside of its 
official aims of geomagnetic aeidtil investigations, the task of assembling 
for the Intelligence Service of the American Navy, the maximum info.nsg.tion 
possible on U nidentified Flying Objects . 

Certain recent events seem to confirm the opinion expressed by Mr. Beck 
and N.I.C.A.P. In fact, as everybody knows, the Argentine Republic has been 
one of thd regions most frequently visited by the space people. At the end 
of January 1964, one of the planes of "Project Magnet", the KC-X35 Paisano II, 
established its base fox* 10 days at Ksolaa, thd International Airport, of Buenos 
Aires. Prom there, the U.S. investigators carried out various exploration 
flights, on© of which took them down to the South Georgia Islands. Argentine 
officials participated in these flights, as observers.. There, a ssone exists 
known under the name of the n Soixth>Aiaerican Anomaly", where the terrestrial 
magnetism shows certain irregularities. As known, numerous researchers believe 
that the trajectories of the UFOs may, in part, be determined by the peculiar- 
itiee of the magnetic field of the earth* 

Before returning to the United States, the KG-135 Paisano II visited 
Santiago and Lima, from where it likewise undertook exploration flights. The 
result of this research was sent, for examination, to the Scientific Found¬ 
ation, Bartol, near Swarthmore, Pennsylvania .
